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Greenbelt to Get New Department 
For Information Technology 


The city has a new department, 
Information Technology, under 
General Government with a bud- 
get of its own in the Fiscal Year 
2009 proposed budget. Joining 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin in reviewing that budget with 
the Greenbelt City Council at its 
April 2 worksession was Dale 
Worley, recently appointed as the 
city’s IT manager. 

Worley joined the city staff 
last August. A native of this 
county, having grown up in Lan- 
ham, he now resides in Elkridge. 
Before coming to Greenbelt, he 
was a project manager for IT In- 
tegration Plan B technology. He 
has 12 years of experience in this 
field. Worley is a graduate of the 
University of Maryland, where he 
majored in accounting. 

Worley heads a staff of three. 
Brian Kennell is the network 
engineer; Tyrone Barnes, the sys- 
tem analyst and Laura Fisher, the 
help desk analyst. In Fiscal Year 
2007, 1,384 requests were han- 
dled by the help desk and the IT 
staff completed 15 projects. With 
a full complement now on board,

the staff expects to undertake 27 
projects and complete them all 
during the new year. 

The IT offices are located 
in the cellar of the Municipal 
Building, an area in the past 


used mostly for storage. While 
Worley misses having a window, 
he finds the space otherwise suit- 
able. It was refurbished this past

“Click It or Ticket” Is May Focus 
For Greenbelt Police Department 


The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment was prominent at the regu- 
lar meeting of the city council on 
April 28 with the department’s 
upcoming safety campaign and 
recognition of one of its officers 
on the agenda. 

May was proclaimed Click It 
or Ticket Month in Greenbelt by 
Mayor Judith Davis. MPO Scott 
Kaiser received the proclama- 
tion on behalf of the department. 
The Click It or Ticket campaign 
is part of the year-long Mary- 
land Chiefs’ Challenge, a joint 
program of the Maryland Police 
Chiefs Association; the Commit- 
tee for Safety Belt Use, Inc. and 
the State Highway Administra- 
tion. The goal of the program 
is to improve citizen compli- 
ance with traffic and safety laws 
through furthering public aware- 
ness and education to reduce 
deaths and serious injuries related 
to traffic accidents. 

The proclamation emphasizes 
the life-saving benefits of proper 
use of safety belts and child safe- 
ty and booster seats. Such use 
reduces the risk of fatal injury 
in a vehicle crash by 45 percent 
for passengers in the front seat 
and by 60 percent for occupants 
of a pickup truck, SUV or mini- 
van. Properly installed and used 
child safety seats are said to be 
70 percent effective in reducing 
fatalities in children aged five

and under. The proclamation 
states that there is a death from a 
traffic accident every 13 minutes 
in the United States and motor 
vehicle crashes are the leading 
cause of death for young people, 
aged two to 34. 

Proper use of safety belts and 
air bags for adults and safety 
and booster seats for children is 
said to provide one of the best 
defenses against aggressive driv- 
ers or those impaired by drugs or 
alcohol. 

Officer Recognized 

MPO Scott Kaiser, a veteran 
officer with over 13 years of ser- 
vice to the Greenbelt force, was 





recognized for his outstanding 
accomplishments as the depart- 
ment’s Traffic Officer. Through 
Kaiser’s direction, the depart- 
ment received its seventh con- 
secutive Maryland Governor’s 
Award for finishing in first place 
in the Maryland Chiefs’ Chal- 
lenge. Kaiser 1s also coordinator 
for the county’s Municipal DWI 
Task Force and he oversees the 
sobriety checkpoints operated 
by officers from departments in 
Bladensburg, Hyattsville, Lau- 
rel and Mt. Rainier as well as 
Greenbelt.

Budget 2009 


CARES and GAIL Budgets, 
Both Show Small Increases

The Greenbelt City Council 
continued its budget workses- 
sions Monday night, April 21. 
Councilmembers and City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin met 
with Dr. Liz Park, director of 
Social Services, to review the 
accomplishments of CARES and 
GAIL during the previous Fiscal 
Year and to look forward toward 
their plans and objectives for the 
coming year. 

The Fiscal Year 2009 proposed 
budget for CARES is $473,600, 
up $15,500 from last year. The 
proposed budget for GAIL is 
$61,200, a $3,200 increase. 

Park began by presenting 
the numerous advances within 
CARES during Fiscal Year 2008. 
CARES has strengthened the 
program in English and Spanish 
which has served 43 families 
over the last four years and cre- 


ated connections between parents 
and schools. 

Park also remarked on the 
popularity of the CARES anger 
management classes. She noted 
that the courses are filling up 
with people with court mandates 
to attend such classes. 

This information led to a spir- 
ited discussion when council 
began to ask questions. Mayor 
Judith Davis suggested that there 
be a different rate for residents 
and nonresidents to register for 
the class, which currently charges 
only for the assigned book. Park 
assured council she would look 
into this possibility. 

Among other programs pre- 
sented by Park were a group for 
the differently-abled; GED prepa- 
ration courses; a coordinated vol-

Nomination forms must 
be submitted by May 5 to have a 
biography appear in the Greenbelt 
News Review. However, forms 
can be turned in as late as 5 p.m. 
on May 9 to be eligible to run.

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What Constitutes 


A Minority? 

The NAACP letter about re- 
districting voting for the City 
Council is thought provoking. 
Two points stand out: 

First, the terms “majority” 
and “minority” are out of date 
in Greenbelt. Per latest statistics 
no one race/ethnic group has a 
majority in Greenbelt’s popula- 
tion. Also, I’m confused as to 
how some groups are counted. 
For example, is someone origi- 
nally from Uzbekistan counted 
as Asian or white? This goes 
to the latest findings of physical 
anthropologists that there is only 
one human race and that we are 
ALL descended from a small 
band of “first people” in subsa- 
haran Africa. All we’re left with 
is small differences in superficial 
appearance. 

Second, barriers to full par- 
ticipation in our city’s political 
process no longer exist. Espe- 
cially since council candidates 
don’t have to be vetted by any 
political party, all are free to put 
themselves forward as candidates 
and rally support behind their 
campaigns. 

Other barriers such as differ- 
ences in income, physical and 
mental ability and education fall 
on all groups. Without a scien- 
tific way to quantify and account 
for the effects of such factors on 
all groups they cannot be fairly 
accounted for when redistricting. 
I don’t think we can do better 
than our present system. As 
Winston Churchill said, ““Democ- 
racy 1s a horrible form of govern- 
ment, however it’s the best we 
have at present.”

Review, but... 

I have enjoyed reading the 
Greenbelt News Review since 
moving here in 2001. I’m par- 
ticularly excited at the recent 
online presence of the Review. 
This makes it very handy for me 
to look things up when needed. 
I have several friends with visual 
impairments and I think the on- 
line options may make it more 
accessible to them as well as to 
me as a sighted reader. There 
are a variety of technical options 
that make online text accessible 
to people with low vision and 
people who are blind. Bravo for 
this particular piece of progress. 

In the spirit of continued prog- 
ress together, I wonder if I might 
comment on one aspect of the 
Review that might warrant just a 
bit more reflection. I have been 
very heartened to see increased 
coverage of my neighbors who 
live outside of the old section of 
Greenbelt and more within the 
larger City of Greenbelt itself. 
That said, I’m finding that in the 
last two issues of the Review, the 
names of these neighbors were 
frequently left out of photo cap- 
tions. Only the names of those 
with perhaps ties of longer dura- 
tion to the older section of town 
were included. Here are two 
examples from the last two issues 
of the Review: 

April 17, 2008, issue: page 13 
gave a wonderful overview of the 
excellent stream clean-up efforts 
of students from Springhill Lake 
Elementary School. Frequently 
the names of the SHL students 
were left out as were the names 
of the students from Dar-Us-Sa- 
laam. 

April 24, 2008, issue: page 8 
great photos of our newest US 
citizens but no names. 

These oversights seemed to fre- 
quently occur for those residents 
who are African American, 1mmi- 
grants or members of a faith other 
than the several Christian-based 
faiths that may predominate in 
some areas within the overall area 
of the City of Greenbelt itself. 

There is a sign in front of the 
City of Greenbelt administrative 
offices which proclaims “We 
are building an inclusive com- 
munity.” In addition to just a 
bit more attention toward includ- 
ing the names of all my City 
of Greenbelt neighbors who are 
featured in News Review photos, 
I welcome News Review report- 
ing on the actions that are being 
taken as part of the city’s par- 
ticipation in the Working Toward 
Inclusive Communities project of 
the National League of Cities (the 
fine print at the lower part of the 
sign). I would welcome knowing 
what projects are ongoing, what 
measurable goals the projects 
are designed to reach, how we 
are doing in reaching those goals 
and how might we as citizens of 
Greenbelt hold our elected of- 
ficials — and ourselves — account- 
able to those goals. 

I write in the spirit of shared 


progress and as a citizen of the 
City of Greenbelt residing in the 
old section of that city.

Astronomy Day, Saturday, 
May 10, is a world-wide effort to 
share the wonders of astronomy.

year, with walls cleaned and new 
carpeting installed. 
Accomplishments 

Worley told council at the 
worksession that a spam filter- 
ing system had successfully been 
implemented on the city network 
and was very effective. 

Worley produced a Toughbook 
laptop computer and showed how 
well it was constructed. The 
Police Department is now using 
13 of them in the field. One can 
be thrown on a hard floor and 
survive, while an ordinary laptop 
would probably have its cover 
fly off. 

Police officers love the units, 
he said. The proposed budget, 
in the Special Projects Fund, 
provides additional funds to buy 
seven more. 

The Police Department staff 
is seeking council approval to 
request that grant funds autho- 
rized to purchase in-car cameras 
be reauthorized to buy five more 
of these laptops, providing 25 of 
the 35 units the department feels 
it needs. In budget comments, 
staff noted that of the original 43 
laptops acquired for the police, 
15 were no longer operable. 

I-Net Fund 

The budget includes $53,000 
as payment to Prince George’s 
County to operate and oversee 
I-Net. Mayor Judith Davis re- 
quested more information on why 
the city needed to participate in 
this project. Worley responded 
that the I-Net is a high speed 
fiber network provided by Com- 
cast that connects the city into 
the internet and is to provide 
direct access to both the county 
and other municipalities within 
the county. 

The connection will include 
access to information not other- 
wise available at the county level. 
The network also interconnects 
all city buildings for both com- 
puters and telephones. The Rec- 
reation Department, in particular, 
has benefitted from being able to 
have its installations connected 
to a central computer system, 
Worley noted. 

McLaughlin told council that 
staff was still watching what is 
being done at the county level 
to determine if the city wants 
to participate with the county in 
I-Net. 

Objectives 

The most important objective 
of the IT Department for the 
new year is to help implement a 
computer-assisted dispatch system 
for the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment working together with the 
Hyattsville police. This may call 
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for a new records management 
system. 

Another goal is to implement 
eGovernment initiatives to make 
city information more accessible 
to the public. With eGovern- 
ment, citizens will be able to log 
in requests, get answers to fre- 
quently asked questions and ob- 
tain needed forms and complete 
them online. The Recreation 
Department is doing some of that 
now with its RecTrac system. 

IT staff would also like to 
eliminate paper faxing. Faxes 
would be received and distributed 
like email, Worley told council. 

Worley would also like to 
establish some performance mea- 
sures for the new department. 
One might be unscheduled sys- 
tem downtime, which would in- 
dicate the city’s network stabil- 
ity. Tracking of help requests 
and how quickly the department 
responds might be another perfor- 
mance measurement. 

Filtering internet usage to limit 
access to appropriate matters is 
another IT goal. 

Worley would also like to 
find ways to control data storage 
devices. 

He also talked about elimi- 
nating the Sneaker Net, telling 
puzzled councilmembers that this 
is the hand-carried transfer of 1n- 
formation between persons. 

The total proposed budget 
for Information Technology is 
$446,400. Of this, $284,000 is 
for salaries and benefits, $127,400 
for other operating expenses and 
$35,000 for new equipment and 
software. 

Public Information 

At the same meeting, the 
city council also reviewed the 
$260,700 proposed budget for 
Public Information and Commu- 
nity Promotion. Councilmember 
Edward Putens noted his wish to 
include funds to pay for a city 
newsletter. The cost of print- 
ing and postage for the current 
Recreation Department quarterly 
program information brochure 
is $150,000, it was noted. This 
does not include staff time cost. 

McLaughlin noted that the 
city will begin cable-casting the 
city cable channel on the Verizon 
fiber optics network (Channel 22) 
during the new year. 

An objective for the depart- 
ment is to provide citizen ac- 
cess to municipal programming 
through live streaming and video 
on-demand. Residents will be 
able to watch council meetings 
on their computers or download 
ordinances or previous council 
meetings onto their computers.

The carnival and booths sub- 
committee organizes the midway 
area of the festival. Most impor- 
tant 1s working with the various 
clubs and organizations in the 
city who staff booths in the car- 
nival area all weekend. 

The business community liai- 
son keeps in contact with Green- 
belt’s businesses to seek sponsor- 
ships and sell advertisements. 

The publicity subcommittee 
prepares press releases and news 
stories to keep the community 
informed and aware of festival 
preparations and activities. 

The shuttle-bus service sub- 
committee needs volunteer driv- 
ers to operate the bus service 
to transport festival-goers to and 
from satellite parking areas. 

“Volunteering helps to ensure 
that our community will have an- 
other great experience this Labor 
Day,” Ivy noted, “but volunteer- 
ing also provides individuals with 
a great experience. In addition to 
learning more about various peo- 
ple and organizations in Green- 
belt, there is also a great sense 
of accomplishment on Labor Day 
weekend when you see so many 
smiles on people’s faces.”

unteer tutoring program, including 
a tutoring camp; baby-sitting 
courses; and the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE). 

Park said that CARES has led 
youth discussion groups at Elea- 
nor Roosevelt High School but 
not at the middle or elementary 
school level because of sched- 
uling difficulties within those 
schools. 

Park also described the ac- 
complishments of the Greenbelt 
Assistance in Living (GAIL) 
program run by Christal Parker 
Batey, who was not present at 
the meeting. Park reported that, 
while GAIL reported 500 clients 
during Fiscal Year 2007, it pres- 
ently reports “close to 600 exist- 
ing clients.” 

Park said that GAIL predicts 
they will be finding fewer clients 
because they have reached a pla- 
teau in the level of need within 
the city. However, Batey is look- 
ing to do more work in Springhill 
Lake, Park reports. 

In the last year, GAIL also 
found many new partners, includ- 
ing the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment, the merchants of Greenway 
Center, Exit First Realty and 
Greenbelt Marriott. 

Davis said, “You’re doing 
great work,” and remarked that 
“the staff achievement is quite 
impressive.” She specifically 
said, “I’m glad that there is the 
Spanish component because ob- 
viously we have more and more 
Hispanic families.” Davis also 
remarked that the three crisis in- 
tervention counselors were “very

helpful with the Springhill Lake 
fires last year.” 

Strategic Plan 

Council listened with interest 
to Park’s Strategic Plan for 2009 
with objectives for CARES and 
GAIL. The Strategic Plan and 
the specific objectives focused on 
exploring alternative funding for 
programs, the influence of gangs 
and needs of the aging baby 
boomer population. 

CARES intends to deal with 
truancy and gang involvement. 
“It’s when kids are out of school 
that they get into trouble and into 
gangs,” Park said. “Although we 
may not have the gang problems 
of Langley Park,” she added, 
“we've certainly all heard of that 
boy being stabbed two weeks 
ago, not far from here [who] they 
believe was probably MS-13 gang 
involved. 

Park claimed that gangs are 
“not far from us.” She hoped to 
increase knowledge on gang iden- 
tification so that her staff recog- 
nizes those signs “to get someone 
out of a gang is another level of 
intervention than stopping them 
before they ever get into that 
gang in a formal way.” 

GAIL’s FY09 objectives are 
particularly focused on meet- 
ing the needs of an aging baby 
boomer generation “who expect 
a different level of service than 
past generations.” Technology is 
to be an important part of future 
GAIL services. Park predicted 
that GAIL would need a “blog or 
maybe more internet interface” to 
meet the needs of baby boomers.

Heroic Intervention 
By PFC Peck, AED 


Last Friday, April 25 at 11:45 
a.m., PFC Ryan Peck, a three- 
year veteran of the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department, was on routine 
patrol in the 7400 block of Green- 
belt Road when he saw a Honda 
Civic traveling west on Greenbelt 
Road suddenly veer to the right 
and strike the sidewalk. The vehicle 
continued through the intersection 
and headed for a shelter-type bus 
stop, where several people were 
sitting, unaware of the oncoming, 
out of control vehicle. Peck imme- 
diately sounded his horn and siren 
to warn occupants of the bus stop, 
enabling them to get out of the 
way before the car hit it. The bus 
stop was destroyed. 

Peck then checked on the driv- 
er, who had no pulse and was not 
breathing. Peck, who had recently 
returned from a tour of duty in 
Iraq where he served as an Army 
medic, immediately began CPR, 
assisted by two Maryland Na- 
tional Capital Park Police officers 
who arrived at the scene. 

When the driver failed to re- 
spond to the officers’ CPR at- 
tempts, Peck retrieved the Au- 
tomated External Defibrillator 
(AED) from his cruiser and con- 
tinued to render aid. The victim 
began breathing on his own. The 
victim, a 74-year-old College 
Park man, was then transported 
by ambulance to Doctor’s Com- 
munity Hospital for treatment. 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment has six AEDs, with one 
at the police station, one at the 
Beltway Plaza sub-station and 
each of the remaining four as- 
signed to each patrol squad.

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Bike Safety Tips 


“Remember to wear a hel- 
met. It is the single most 
important piece of equipment 
for any bike rider of any age 
to have. There’s only one 
drawback — it has to be worn 
in order for it to do its job.” 


“Every time one gets ready 
to get on a bicycle, conduct 
a pre-ride inspection. Check 
the air pressure in the tires 
using either a tire gauge or 
fingers (tire should feel very 
firm). Stay within the amount 
of pressure stamped on the 
side of the tire. Check the 
tires and sidewalls for cracks, 
cuts or damage. Squeeze the 
brake levers and watch them 
work. Check the brake pads 
for wear and the brake cables 
to make sure they’re smooth 
and not frayed. Check the 
pedals, crank arms, the bot- 
tom bracket to which the 
cranks attach, the chain and 
chain rings. A new chain can 
be one of the best improve- 
ments for the performance of 
a bike.”

PEPCO is giving Maryland 
residents a gold star for purchas- 
ing compact fluorescent light 
(CFL) bulbs which use 75 per- 
cent less energy to operate than 
incandescent light bulbs. Ac- 
cording to PEPCO, its Maryland 
customers have purchased over 
300,000 CFLs since PEPCO 
started its Energy Star CFL dis- 
count program last November. 
Using this number of CFL bulbs 
in place of incandescent bulbs 
will prevent 210 million pounds 
of carbon dioxide from entering 
the atmosphere, about the same 
as the reduction obtained by 
removing 21,000 cars from the 
roadways. 

People who use 1,000 kilo- 
watt-hours a month will save 
about $5.40 per year per bulb on 
their PEPCO bill and help save 
the environment as well.

A Review 


“Octette Bridge Club” at GAC 
Shows the Pull of Family

Is a large family a hindrance 
or a comfort? How does one 
reconcile her own needs with 
those of her large family? These 
are some of the themes that the 
current play at Greenbelt Arts 
Center (GAC), “The Octette 
Bridge Club,” explores. 

The play opens in 1934 on 
Halloween as the eight sisters 
who have formed the Octette 
Bridge Club are being inter- 
viewed and photographed for an 
article in the local newspaper, 
explaining how they’ve been 
holding twice-monthly, sisters- 
only bridge games for three 
years. After the reporter leaves 
the sisters proceed with their 
usual bridge game and conversa- 
tion, which exposes the tensions 
in their relationships. 

The second act takes place 
10 years later at another bridge 
game, again held on Halloween. 
Much has changed in the sis- 
ters’ lives, only partly because of 
the Depression and World War 
II, and these changes force the 
dramatic conclusion. Even so, 
there’s a certain sweetness to the 


play, a nostalgia for innocence 
and simpler lives and times and 
many humorous moments, par- 
ticularly as the sisters hold a 
Halloween costume contest at the 
1944 bridge game. 

The play just sparkles — the 
dialogue and acting in the in- 
teractions between the sisters, 
the portrayal of their varied per- 
sonalities, the costumes and the 
scenery. Four of the actresses 
are appearing at GAC for the first 
time and are wonderful additions 
to the Greenbelt stage. 

“The Octette Bridge Club” 
was first read as part of the first 
stage program at Center Stage 
in Baltimore; thereafter it had a 
brief run on Broadway in 1985. 

“The Octette Bridge Club” will 
play on the Friday and Saturday 
evenings of May 2 and 3, 9 and 
10, 16 and 17 at 8 p.m. There 
will be two Sunday shows on 
May 2 at 2 p.m. and May 11 at 7 
p.m. Reservations may be made 
through the box office at 301- 
441- 8770 or at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center at 123 Centerway, located 
beneath the Co-op supermarket.
